On Wednesday night of last week 
the Granum local U. F. A. had a visit 
from Messrs. G. G, Coote, M. P.; Gor- 
don Walker, M. L. A., and Mr. Mae- 
leod of the U, F. A. of High River. 
Reynolds Hall was filled to hear the 
speeches of the visiting gentlemen, 

A. MacGreor, who took the chair, 
ealled upon the local member, Mr. 
Walker, to speak first and give an 
account cf his stewardship, 

The speaker gave an outline of the 
work done by the provincial govern- 
ment during the past year and dealt 
with possible objections as to why 
more was not done in the matter of 
tax reduction and road work. 

He reminded the audience that a 
province as large as Alberta with a 
population of only 600,000 made 
necessary demands upon the ex- 
chequer which were out of all pro- 
portion to the number of settlers, 
and to reduce taxation at the present | 
time would mean a consequent fall- | 
ing off in meeting the demands for | 
constructive work. 

Emphasis was placed upon 
splendid foresight of the premier 
and government in the advantageous 
sale of the northern railways, which | 
gave the province a profit of seven) 
million dollars j

Favors 5¢ Gas Tax 

Dealing with the tax on gasoline, 
the member stated that he was in 
favor of a 5e tax provided some way 
could be devised to have the addi- 
tional 2e borne by the drivers of 
autos and other consumers except- 
ing the owners of tractors. 

Mr. Macleod spoke in the interests 
of the U. F. A., urging everyone to 
join what he believed to be the 
greatest organization for the benefit 
of farmers on earth. He stated that 
since 1921 when the association num- 
bered 37,000 there had been a falling 
off in membership of more than two- 
thirds. W, Blair and M. Matheson 
were elected to take charge of a 
drive for members. 

M. P. Speaks 

The chairman then called upon Mr. ; 
Coote, who held the interest of his 
audience for an hour and a half 
while he described the methods and 
limitations of the Dominion house. 

He pointed out that owing to the 
British parliamentary rules adopted 
in the Canadian house it was almost 
impossible to get a private member’s 
bill passed a third reading, the time 
allotted to private bills being two 
hours each week and even this limit- | 
ed time may be crowded out to make 
way for a government measure. This, 
he stated, accounted for the absence 
of some needed legislation for our 
western provinces, especially that 
touching the grain trade, 

He promised the introduction of a 
measure next session revising the 
rules of the house in such a way as 
to give private bills some chance of 
becoming law. Another effort will 
also be made to establish divorce 
courts in Ontario and so relieve the 
house from the necessity of hearing 
such cases, Ontario being one of the 
few provinces which has no divorce 
courts of its own.

He also advocated a change of 
grain inspectors as being likely to 
benefit Alberta farmers. Inspectors 
in Winnipeg and Fort William could 
be transferred to Calgary for a 
month, or vice versa, the suggestion 
being that a man from another in- 
spection point would be less severe 
in his inspection than a man con- 
stantly in the same place and some- 
times passing an unlimited supply of 
high-class grain as we sometimes 
have here. 

Cause of Deterioration 

The department had investigated 
complaints from overseas buyers as 
to the deterioration in Canadian 
wheat shipped during the past year 
and discovered the complaints to be 
justified. It was discovered titat at 
the terminal elevators wheat had 


' been heated to such a degree in the 


drying process that only*8 per cent, 
moisture was left, making the grain 
valucless for milling flour. It was 
then mixed with a poor grade to 
vive it the desired weight and bring 
up the average of the moisture con- 
tent, 

The disquieting feature in’ the 
business is that the government has 
as yet done nothing to remedy the 
situation in spite of the exposure. 

It also transpired that there are 
no inspectors at the transfer 
elevators on the Great Lakes, though 
they are as necessary there as at the 
terminals. 

Dealing with the projected pen- 
member was of the 
opinion that, though it should be 
altogether a federal affair, the 
provinces would be forced to bear 
half the costs should it become law.
